CUT RATES T0 CHICAGO

OFEN REDUCTION OF £2 TO BE MADE
BY ALL LINES,

Chicago Great Western Charged With
Paying Commissions to Brokers
and Manipuisting Round
Trip Tourist Tickets,

Because brokers have been scalping tick-
ets reading between Kansas City and Chil-
cago via all lines and for the additional
reason that the Maple Leaf Is charged with
having placed a block eof Its tickets in
the hands of brokers for this purpose,
Kansas City-Chicago lines will make an
open rate of $10.50 from here to Chicago.
The present rate is $12.50, and the brokers
are making a rate of $10.5, using round
trip Chicago-Kansas City tickets for this
purpose.

These tickets are sold at the reduced rate
of 32 for the round trip, made on account
of the Omaha exposition. The Alton at
the time Omaha exposition rates were
made demanded that Kansas City be given
the same rates as Omaha. This has re-
sulted in the application of the 320 round
trip rate from Chicago to Kansas City, and
brokers have been able to handle the re-
turn portions of the tickets at §10.50. They
did not push these tickets upon the
market indiscriminately, however, reserv-
ing them largely for their regular custo-
mers as the profits to the brokers werse
rot sufficlent to be attractive,

It Is claimed, however, that during the
past few days Chicago Great Waestarn
tickets have been pushed by brokers, and
ths other linea belleve the road has made
a deal whereby the brokers are allowed a
commission in the transaction. The Maple
Leaf officiuls deny thiz and say if their
tickets are being used in this way to a
greater extent than the tickets of other
roads it iz a ruse of the brokers to force
some line to make a deal with them un-
der the belief that the Maple Leaf has
done so.

Representatives of the other lines admit
this view of the situation may be correct,
but are inclined to doubt it, and say that
the open rate of $10.50 Is justified by the
fact that the brokers can manipulate the
tickets even without a deal, and that sus-
picions of a deal are sure to demoralize
the rate situation, while the brokers are
able to handle the tickets.

The reduction in rates to Chicago will
necessarily carry with it a reduction to
St. Louls, probably of £, and the same
ratex are likely to be applied west bound
as east bound., They will likely continue
In effect until the close of the Omaha ex-
position, and may be made still lower if
a deal between the Maple Leaf or any of
the other rouds and brokers really exists
and is not canceled.

FEES FOR REINCORPORATION.

Supreme Court Holds They Must Be
Faid the Same as for a New
Corporation.
JEFFERBON CITY, MO., July 6—{Spe-

cial) The supreme court en banc to-day !

decided that railroad companies consolidat-
ing under ancther namg are new oom-
panies and must pay the necessary fees
to the secretary of state to recelve articles
of incorporation the same as new com-
panles. Louls Houck applied to Secretary
of Btate Lesueur to consolidate the
Brownwood & Northwestern Railway Com-
pany, Cape Girardeau, Bloomfield & South-
ern railrond and Missouri & Southeastern
rallroad under the name of Cape Girardeau,
Bloomtfield & Southern Rallroad Company.
Lesueur would not issue the article of In-
corporation to the company unless Houck
paid the fee required by law to be paid
for incorporating n<w companies. Houck
a?pll'.e-d fo the supreme court for a writ
of mandamus to compel the seécretary of
state to Issue the articles without the fee.
The court in an opinion by Chief Justice
Gantt denfed the writ and holds that tha
proposed consolidation, when completed.
creates a new company as effectually as if
formed in any other manner. It says: "By
the consolidation the old companies are dis-
solved and a new corporation formed.”

SANTA FE STEAMSHIP LINE.

Company Sald te Have Arranged for
Service From Galveston to
European Ports.

TOPEKA, July 6.—(Special.) The Santa
Fe rallway system will hereafter compete
with the Southern Pacific road In the
freight traffié from the West and South to
European ports. President Ripley has ar-
ranged for a frelght steamship line from
Galveston to all the principal ports of Eu-
rope, similar to the line recently arranged
for from San Francisco to the principal

Asiatle ports. The arrangement became of-
fective on July 1.

The combination Is between the Santa Fe
line at Galveston and the H. Diedrichson
Steamship Company for freightage from
that point to Eurnl’wnn ports. An office has
been established In Galveston under the
general management of E. Siiverstone, who
recently resigned his position as contract-
tng freight agent of the Southern Pacific.

set line to New Orleans, and thence by con-
necting ocenn lines to Europe.

In-
creases in profits have been made {n nearly
every road in the system, though in some
few cases there 8 been a falling off in
trave! and consequent losses to the com-
pany.
